We can easily conceive of a Missionary’s 
journal, that would be perused with the utmost ea- 
gerness by all classes.of readers. The Missiona- 
ry sees many things new, in the appearances of na- 
ture, in botany, in the. various departments of na- 
tural history, in heathen man, whether savage of 
civilized. Notices of these by the herald of mer- 
cy, writing under the excitement produced by new 
impressions, and associating every thing with the 
great objects of his high calling, would gratify all 
of every taste and every age. The interest that 
is taken in the Missionary cause, would be rapid- 
ly increased. Common readers would be inform- 
ed, men of taste and science would be gratified, 
and all would concur in supporting institutions that 
ministered to their own profit and pleasure, and | 
to the eternal advatage of the poor heathen. In- 
stead of this, we find the Quarterly Reviewer, who 
professes to be a friend to the Missionary cause, 
complaining thus on this subject.—** When we ex- 
pect information on some interesting topic of histo- 
ry, literature, science, or philosophy, he [the Mis- 
sionary] more than disappoints; he pains us, by 
triumphing iv his own indifference on these sub- 
jects, and declaring that nothing can occupy his 
attentiou but the main object of his mission, and 
the glory of God. Surely it is no sin; it is no- 
thing incompatible with his sacred calling, to be, 
and to appear to be, a naturalist; a scholar, or a 
philosopher. It is no crime against the simplicity 
of the Gospel to advance the cause of truth by 
making observations on the ma*.uers, customs, or 
antiquities of the people, among whom he is re- 
siding. lt would not be distrusting the Most High 
to employ human means of ceuversion, and to fa- 
cilitate the great task, by showing how advantage 
may be taken of the existing character and petu- 
liafities of a people, and how they may be made 
subservient to the designs of Provilence.” 

“ This isa just expression of the feelings and 
views of numbers in every country whereMissiona- 
ry exertions are made; and of numbers, tony who.) 
have no little influence in society. Certainly due 
regard ought to he paid to them, and their rea- 
sonable expectation should be satisfied. We 
dwell on this subject, because we are devoted to 
the Missionary cause, and to the general cause of 
improvement. And really we think it high time, 
that they who have it in their power, should take 
this subject up, and consider according to its im- 
portance, Let us suppose that a man of enlarged 
views and cultivated taste, hearing much of Mis- 
sionary efforts, should set down to read the journal 
of a Missionary sent from Andover or Princeton, 
and should find such memgrainda as we have be- 
fore mentioned; let us also suppose him to have 
read the Entertaining and edifying Letters (Lettres 
Curieuses & Edifiantes) of the Jesuit Missiona- 
ries, and that he should institute a comparison be- 
tween the two. What would be the effect? Sure- 
ly one every way unfavorable to the Protestant 
Evangelist. We know very well, that the man 
who, in imagination foltows the Missionary at eve- 
ry step, with ardent wishes, and longing hopes, & 
fervent prayers, associates the daily and most or- 
dinary operations of the Missionary life with his 
own powerful feelings, and reads of his gathering 
sticks, and cutting down trees, and building log 
cabins with lively emotions. But it is not sc with 
others, And there is reason to fear that the detail 
of these secondary & comparatively trifling things, 
will not always sustain these lofty feelings. But 
it is these feelings, which humanly speaking, sus- 
tain the cause. 

“* Besides, some regard ought to be had to the 
effect of missionary intelligence on the taste and 
intellectual habits of the great body of professi 
Christians. They read it with eagerness. And 
what is read habitually in this way, will exert an 
influence not to be despised. According to its cha- 
racter it will elevate and refine: or it will do the 
reverse. Let him that readeth understand. And 
let measures be adopted to awaken and support. 
and interestin favor of Missions, aniong the more 
cultivated orders of society, as well as among: 
plain and humble Christiane.” :

And 
so long as | remember your kimdness during that 
season of light affliction, s0 long I trust I shall al- 
so feel the debt of gratitude, under which you 
have laid me: adebt! shall neverrepay. But 
you need not my thanks—you have another re- 
ward. Perhaps the enclosed may exteed the 
note a little, but you will please to keep the 
whole.” 

At the same time of prevailing sickness, the So- 
ciety was permitted to afford relief and consolation 
to another, who was likewise rescuetl from the 
jaws of death, and who has now gone to carry 
that blessed volume, which directs us to go and 
do as did the “* good Samaritan !” to that benight- 
ed people, who “ had no deailngs with the Samari- 
taus.”> This devoted Missionary was instrument- 
al in procuring the addition of $100 tothe funds of 
this Society, 

We area Society favored of the Lord ; permit- 
ted to “do good to those who are of the house- 
hold of faith ;”’ to those whose health, whose a> 
tainments, whose influence, whose talents, whose 
lives are all now greatly needed by the church ; 
all called in requisition to build up the waste 
places of Zion. Our hearts must render praise to 
him who has employed us in this work ; and we 
will evidence the sincerity of our gratitude by 
praying that more laborers may be » nt forth to 
gather in the harvest ; and we will more diligently 
seek the interests of this Society, by asking a be- 
stowment of divine blessings ; and by speaking of 
its wants and its importance, to those to whom God 
has loaned the silver and the gold. The difficulty 
of procuring a room for the teception of the sick, 
and in which to deposit the furniture belonging to 
the Society, renders it expedient and exceedingly 
desirable that a house should be built for this pur- 
pose. But the resources of the Society are at pre- 
vent inadequate to the expense. The Society, how- 
ever, contemplate commencing the work of build- 
ing, trusting that Providence will incline the afflu- 
ent to contribute te its completion.

The preceding statement shews that this Socie- 

ty necds more liberal patronage, in order to prose- 

cute the design for which it was formed. Had 
not the generous donation of 50 dolls. mentioned 
in this Report, been bestowed very opportunely, 
an embarrassment would have been experienced, 
detrimental to the interests ofthe Society. Dur- 
ing the past year, we have had occasion to defray 
expenses incurred by sickness, for nine young men. 

At the present era of benevolence, while chari- 
ty stands with open hand, surrounded by nume- 
rous solicitors, we do not ask for more than our 
proportion of what ske hastobestow. A just esti- 
mate of that proportion we conceive may be ob- 
tained by ascertaining the importance of the ob- 
ject for which it is solicited. Ask a youth who 
has been debilitated by disease ; far from home, 
and kindred dear, what is the value of accommo- 
dations,nursing, medicine, restoratives, and friend- 
ly attentions. Ask the friends of the Missionary 
cause, of the Education Society, and ali who love 
Zion, if the superstitious P, » the anbelieving 
Jew, the savage Indian, the fettered African, and 
even the nominal Christian, do not all need the 
prolongation of lives devoted to the work of evan- 
gelizing these benighted people. By these let our 
Society be estimated, and by them patronized. 
The friends of humanity also, who loves to relieve 
the wants of a fellow sufferer, will love to aug. 
ment the funds of the Samaritan Female Seciety_

these combine to give you a degree of false hilari- 
ty, I had almost said, painful, from its very excess. 
It is an agitation of the nerves, such as we may 
suppose madmen feel, which you are inclined to 
wish removed, though you are unwilling to admit 
that it is disagreeable.”—.Narratire of the Cam- 
paigns of the British Army at Washington and 
New-Orleans. ' 

It is a striking fact, that in writing Paradise 
Lost, Milton derived his ideas of devils or apostate 
spirits, from the well known character of warriors.

Think and speak of God and 
His secrets with fear and trembling, but dispute 
very little about them ; and, if you would not un- 
do yourselves, beware of disputing with Him. If 
you transgress in any thing, blame yourselves: if 
you do any good, or repent of evil, offer thankagiv- 
ing toGod. This is what I earnestly recommend 
to you; in” this I acquiese myself; ard to this, 
when much tossed and disquieted with doubts 
and difficulties, I had recourse as to a safe harbor.

From the Missionary Herald for.May, 
MISSION AT BOMBAY. 


EXTRACT FROM THE JOINT LETTER OF THE MIS- 
SON ARIES.—Bomanay, JuLyY 1, 1821. 


Translating the Seriptures. 

Agreeably to a suggestion made in your letter ' 
several months ago, artangements were made for 
completing the transl ‘ion of the whole New Tes- 
tament. The: parts ‘of. it, which had not been 
ptinted, were divided into five portions, and as- 
signed to-each ofus. The departure of twoofour 
mimber, makes a new.assigument necessary. ‘Mhis 
work isin such a state of forwardness, that when- 
ever we have the means, and Avhenever it shall be 
thought expedient, we. can ‘proceed to printing. 
We are all: more or less employed iii translating 
and preparing other things for our schools, &c. 
which we deem very important. A. tract, con- 
taining a concise history-of the Bible; u short 
doctrinal catechism; anda tract for the Jews, 
have been prepared, and will be printedsin order. 
The next portion ofthe Scriptures, which we.siiall - 
print, is the Gospel of Luke. - This will be done 
with a-ciew to make it a part of the proposed edi- 
tion of the New Testament. 

Printing. + 

Our press, for several months past, has been em- 
ployed mostly in printing ‘tracts, &c. for the Com- 
mittee ofthe Christian Knowledge Society. We 
tuave been most happy in attending to their orders, 
becanse the tracts in general, ‘which they have 
selected, are good, and well calculated to pro- 
mote our object; while, at the same fime, they 
have brought some gain to the establishment. The 
last that we have printed for ourselves, is an edi-_ 
tion of the ten commandments in Latin, Portu- 
guese, English, and Mahratta. This was princi- 
pally designed for the native Catholics, who are 
ignorant, superstifiogs, and depraved beyond con- 
ception, and whose priests, in their true Jesuisti- 
cal style, had struck the second commandment 
from the Decalogue, and'diwided the tenth into 
two, to make the number complete. You know 
already that a School-book Society has been form- 
ed in Bompay, on the model of the Calcutta 
School-book Society. - Our friendy Dr. Taylor, who 
is the Secretary of that Society, has made remarks 
which lead us to expect that our press may be em- 
ploye d in printing for them. 

State of the Schools. 

Till the present. time, these. have continued 
mnch as when we last wrote. There has been a 
hopeful imiprovement in most of them, in regard to 
the management and the progress of the béys... We 
have made some advances towards introducing 
the Lancasterian system. .Though there is a very 
great indifference to all plans ofimprovement, and 
a jealousy of innovation, yet se are not without 
hope ‘iat we shall effect a valuable change in 
the schooling system, The progress of the boys in 
our school, in a given time, is not equal to that in 
similar schools in America. This, however, does” 
notarise so much from defective capacity in the 
boys, as from: the irregularity’ and unskilfathess of 
the teaches. We have, notwithstanding, a con- 
siderable numhes, who have’made the most grati- 
fying amd honerable proficiency, wha excel in 
reading, writing, and arithmetic, and are well ac- 
quainted with the first principles of geography, as- 
tronomy, arid the Christian religion. - We are 
well persuaded, that if our patrons at home, could 
see these boys,and hear their recitations, ‘théy 
would feel themselves paid for their charities. - 

Dissolving of ten Schools. 

And yet, dear Sir, with the deepest conviction 
of the nfility and impo e of these schools, it is 
with feelings the most painfal we tell you, That; at 
our last meeting, we felt ourselvcs obliged to sus- 
pend ten of our schools, on account of the low 
state of our funds. Yes, it has given ws pain in- 
deed, dear Sir, to. send away nearly 500°boys, 
from the. only means they have of receiving light 
and knowledge, to the domestic circle, where they 
can-learn nothing but the poisonous lessons of ido- 
lairy. Yet whatean we do? We learn that the 
funds of the’ Board are low, and we dare not in- 
volve our patrons in debts, which, perhaps, they 
may disapprove. We Have no other way but for- 
cibly to lop off every expense possible, till we re- 
ceive new instrnetions, encouragement, and re- 
mittanoes, from otr native land, _For the same 
reason, we have dismissed our Jewish superinten- 
dant of schools. We had employed him for some 
months past in visiting all our schools in rotation, 
in the intervals of our visiting them. 

Preaching the Gospel. 

For several months past, Mr. Hall has made ap- 
pointments and held meetings in different parts of 
the town of Bombay. ‘Some’ of these have been. 
esceedingly well attended. The number has va- 
ried from 20 to 200. Besides the occasional 
meetings, he holds stated ones on the Sabbath ;— 
one in English to his own family, and some others. 
in the forenoon ; and in the afternoon, another in 
Mahratta in the school-room adjoining his house. 
Nothing canbe rfiore irregular, or uncertain, than 
a heathemandience. Sometimes a proposed meet 
ing is frestrated byan insidious Byahmin..—some/ 
times a hopeful assembly of hearers a¥e ‘broken 
wp, 2nd the opportunity lost, by some angry mock- 
ev, or some obscene buffoon. - So light.a matter to 
most heathen, are those troths, which con¢ern'the - 
very life of their souls! Mr. Hall most striously 
fce)s the need .of a chapel, and a fellow laborer. ,

pay well for the supposed benefit. It seemed im- 
possible. to avoid the impression, that they were 
given upto “ believe a lie, that they might be 
damned.” Lamentation and wo have been in 
their dwellings, but they have not turned unto the 
Lord.

Since our last, each ofour families has been con- 
siderably enlarged. Mr. Hall has a boarding- 
school of 10 or 12 scholars, country born, whose 
parents or gnardians support them. They are in- 
structed hy Mrs. Hall in science and Useful know- 
ledge. ‘They have, doubtless, better advantage? 
for a Christian éducation, than they would have 
any where else in Bombay. oA 

Mr. and Mrs. Graves have had given to them, 
two little girls, the illegitimate childrex of an offi- 
cerin fhe army, They have agreed to adopt 
them as their own, and are to receive a compen- 
sation, which, it is hoped, will be sufficient for 
their support till they are grown up. A kirid Pro- 
vidence has thus provided for these children, who 
toight.otherwise have been left to infamy and ruin. 
Theythavé also taken and support two children of 
poer pative Catholics, one of which is the little 
gitl, wbich Mr. and Mrs. Bardwell first took. 

Mr. and Mrs. Nichols, about six months ago, 
took. a little Mahratia girl. She was then ina 
starving condition, deceased, and cast out to die 
bythe crue] people, into whose hands she fell, af- 
ter the death of her pareiits, and was charged with 
having a devil. She is now well, and we cannot 
but hppe that she has been saved from an early 
death, to live and glorify God.- 

They have also taken three children of superan- 
nuated soldiers, by native women, two boys and 
one gisl.. Thege children are put under their ex- 
clusive control and authority, til they shali be 18 
years old. Several others have been offered to 
thetion the same ferms. The Mahratta girl in 
Mrs. Nichols’_family, and the Catholie boy in 
Mr. Geaves’ family, are supported from a stipend 
drawn from the “ Heathen School Fand.” Forthe 
other. children, no apppropriatiop has been made. 
0: Bnportance of a Native Mission College. 

Within the last half vear, ane ee 
beeu much directed to the above class of children, 
awd we are more and more impressed with the iin- 
portance of endeavouring to raise from among 
them some fature missiqnaries for India. When 
we consider the great-expense, at which we have 
beenedneated and sent hither ; the expense ‘that 
is absolutely necessary to our support ; the difficul- 
ties of agquiring’ accurately a foreign pronuncia- 
tion; the time that is spent ip doing this ; the pe- 
auliar uncertainty of our lives ;—all these, and 
many other considerations, lead us ardently to 
wish, that a provision might be made for the in- 
“struction of missionaries in this country,.- There 
are many boys, who might be obtained aud edu- 


|} eated. The language of the people is their lan- 


guage ; the country is their countty* They are 
attached to. no community ; bave no high expect- 
‘ations in regard to pecuniary. emolument ; and 
have no false systc:ns of faith to shake off. They 
will-not be regarded with that jealousy by govern- 
ment, with which foreigners are ; nor will they 
be liable te be sent away from the country.— We 
‘do riot mention this subject as a-new one, either 
to ourselves, or our patrons; but we cannot forbear 
repeating its importance.—From what Christian 
countty;,or countries, we ask, are mjssionaries to 
come, who will be adequate to the wants of this 
vople ? From what treasusy are they fo be sup- 
rted? It must never be forgotten, that a,capi-

LATEST MISSIONARY INTELLIGENCF. 

At the Monthly Concert, in Park-Sireet Church, 
Boston, on Monday evening last, information was 
communicated from Messrs. PARsons and Fisk, 
Missionaries at Smyrna, as late as Jannary 7.— 
Mr. Parsons’ health was unfavorably affected by 
the coldness of the climate; and the missionarics 
were the next-day to sail for Alexandria, with the 
intention of making a tour through Egypt, to Je- 
rusalem.. Recommendatory Letters were fur- 
nished them by te English Cousu!, to all English 
Agents on their route. Mr. Wolfe, a converted 
Jew, and a Missionaty from the London Jéws fo- 
ciety, was also on bis way to Jerusalem, to preach 
the gospel fo his kindred according to the flesh; 
and was expectéd te be there at the same time 
with the American Missionaries. Mr. TEMPLE 
arrived at Malta, the 22d February, and was very 
kindly received by Dr. Navpr, and other friends 
of the Missionary cause. He writes that a Print-. 
ing Press is very much needed there, for the print- 
ing of tracts; and we have the pleasure to add, 
that one has been sent, and has probably arrived 
there before this time. 

From Crrtox, Mr. Poor's Journal at Tillypal- 
ly, for the mouth of Jane, 182), gives most inter- 
esting intelligence Of the success of his labors a- 
mong the natives. Soon after the death of 
Mrs. Roor, a spirit of solemnity and anxiety was 
visible on the minds of a number of young per- 
sohs, of both sexes, in the school. This was suc- 
ceeded by anxious enquiries, what they should 
do ta.be saved. Mr. Poor was greatly assisted in 
his labors by his Interpreter, who is a. member of 
the Mission Ghurch. Fleven of the enquirers have 
becn added. ‘to the Church ; makiog fifteen na- 
tives who. give hopeful evidence of piety—and 
number of others are deeply impressed. The 
Journal appeated to close in the midst of this good 
work; and nhile we anxiously wait for further 
particulars, let thankegivings to God, and prayers 
for its continudnee, ascend from the thousands. of 
our American Israel.

” municated by on¢ of his personal friends; yet it 
comes. in a direct form, from an individual of 
high standing, of known respeetability, and of 
apparently ardént and sincere piety and bene- 
volence. — As such, it is deserving of far more 
attention than a mere newspaper paragraph. 

What the truth may be, in the case, we would 

‘not decide ; yet we regard the evidence before 
the public as altogether in favor of the opinion 
expressed in. thisletter. The conduct of the 

Emperor, with -regard to Turkey, in our view, 

confirms that opinion. It appears to have been 

thie result of principle, in opposition to his own 
interest, and the united wishes of his subjects.

pany of Princes, he rs humble as a little 
child ; of the love of a crucified Redeem- 
er, with the most lively emotions, and as being the 
only thing, in which his soul finds any repose ; nor 
docs his religion-consist in words & deelings alone. 
He is continually exerting hisnself to promote that 
cause which he professes to love. He is not like 
some wealthy Christians, who give their money, 
but will never give themselves the trouble to de 
any thing more. He actually engages in the most 
laberious acts of benevolence, such as require 
much self-denial in their perfeymance. I was 
myself a witness of his benevolence towards 
the poor and soffering in this city ; and a little be- 
fore his departure. he wished me to tell him if 
there was any kenevolent society here, to which 
I should wish him to contribute. I mention these 
things to shew you the character of the man, who 
says that he believes the Emperor Alexander to 
be a genuine disciple of our Lord & Saviour Jesus 
Christ ; and that in his efforts to spread the Bible, 
&c. he is actuated by those motives which the gos- 
pel dictates an¢ inspires. He says, that the piety 
and zeal of the Emperor often excite opposition in 
the hearts of those who do not iove religion ; and 
that here is the true source of those remarks, un- 
favorable to his. character, which’ are sometimes 
made even in St. Petersburg, and which are abso- 
lutely false ; that, although previous to his becom- 
ing a man of piety, he resembled other mpnarchs, 
yet since that period his life has been irreproacha- 
ble ; that he does not now even go to the theatre, 
and seldom to a ball; that at one, which ont of 
politeness to a foreign mipister, he attemded two or 
three years. ago, he was known 6 engage in reli- 
gious conversation. He related. to.gre many re- 
marks, which he had heard the Emperor make, 
whieh are traly indicative ofa Christian ; and a- 
mong others, the following. .When the Tartar 
Sultan, Categerie Krim Ghery, (who is, I believe, 
a descendent of the royal family of Ghenghiskar, 
and now acting as a Christian missionary among 
hisown subjects, the. Jartars,) parted with the 
Emperor Alesander, to go on his mission, the Emi- 
perer said to him, ‘“*l am aware of the difficulties 
which you have to encounter, andof fhe opinion 
many people entertain, that there is little prospect 
of doing good amovg the Tartars ; but, sir, if you 
are the means of converting one individual in your 
whole life, bless God for it.’ Now, my dear sir, 
does not this + ok like being a Christian. 

My letter is already too long, yet J cannot omit 
mentioning one anecdote, relating to Henry Mar- 
tywn, which this gentleman told me was communi- 
cated to him at his own house, by Sir Robert K. 
Porter, after his return from Persia. When on his 
way to tisit the king, Sir Robert was asked, “ if 
he was acquainted with the man of Ged ? & could 
tell them any thing ahout his religion?” He in- 
quired who they meant? What man of God? 
They replied, Henry Marlym,(or described him 
so that he knew who they meant) and wished to 
know ifhe had not known him. He told them, 
that he had heard of him. Said they, “ He 
came here into the midst of us, sat down encircled 
by our wise men, and made such remarks upon 
our Koran, as cannet be answered. Our king has 
called upon the wise men to answer them, but 
they cannot. The first thing the king will demand 
of you, will be with regard to this subject. We 
want fo know more about his religion, and the 
beok he leftamong us.” He found that Henry 
Martyn ‘had excited a great deal of attention 
among the Persians, and was every where called 
the man of God. 

I think, sir, the Way ie opening for the propaga- 
} tion-of the Gospel among that people, and I hope 
that many of our young mén will stand ready to 
go there, so soon as “ the Lord shall give the 
word.” Pers and Arabia must be converted. 
The time is at hand. The angel, having the 
everiasting gospel, bay commenced his flight thro’ 
the midst of heaven. Voices wift-coon be heard, 
taying, ** Alleluia, the kingdoms of this world are 
become the kingdom of our Lord.’* 

I never felt more than | do now, the very great 
value of the gospel. 1 never felt somach before 
that Jesus Christ-is all in all to the dying sinner. 
Surrounded as |.am, by the darkness of the grave, 
the light seems precious.’ Jesus Christ is every 
thing to fhe sinner ; his Alpha and Omega, ‘The 
soul that has ever been. theroughly convinced of 
its vileness, and of the eflicacy of the blood of the 
Saviour, cannot help exclaiming, “* worthy is the 
Lamb, to receive blessing and honour and power 
and glory.” 4 . .

FRESHET IN ._GEORGIA. 

The Savannah Repnblican of April, 26, con- 
tains accounts from different parts of the State of 
a very great freshet. The Savannah fiver, at Au- 
gusta, had risen 25 feet above the ordinary level of 
a boatable river, but somewhat lower than it was 
during the Yazoo fresh. A private boat, contain- 
ing five or six hundred bales of cotton, was over- 
taken by the fresh, carried against a point, sunk, 
anda negre was drowned. The quantity of rain 
which fell was so immense as to have quite iso- 
lated the town of Auguaia. 

The water in the river oppesite Savaunali, was 
much discolensed ‘in consequence of the freshet, 
and immense quantities of trees, &e. were floating 
down.

UNITARIAN ART. 


Unitarians themselves were once accustomed to 
speak a very different language, on the points in 
controversy between them and the Orthodox, from 
that which they now commonly employ. Now 
they endeavour to make you believe that the ques- 
tions im dispute between them are not fundament- 
al; that they are matters of doubtful speculation, 
about which good men may entertain very differ- 
ent opinions, without separating from each other. 
But they’ have not been always in the habit of 
speaking thus: and I am persuaded I do them no 
injustice when I express a suspicion, that they 
sometimes, at least, speak thus to serve a turn. 
Formerly they were accustomed to maintain, that 

_ the doctrines of the Divinity of Christ, and of the 
Trinity in Unity, ought to be considered, not only 
as the most outrageous of all absurdities, but as 
among the most pestiferous of all errors ; that they 
are directly contrary to every sound principle of 
natural and revealed religion ; that those who em- 
brace them, make mere Gods than one; that they 
afe guilty of a shocking breach of the first Com- 
mandment, and are chargeable with the sin of 
gross idolatry. This was the habitual language 
of the Unitarians, until within a few years. Faus- 
tus Socinus himself speaks on the subject in this 
strain. Though he believed Christ to be a mere 
man, yet he maintained, with the most ardent zeal, 
that he ought to be worshipped. He expressly 
says, that, ** to deny worship to him, is not a sim- 
ple error, or a mere mistake; buta most perni- 
cious error ; an efror which leads to Judaism, and 
is, in effect, denying Christ; that it tends to Epi- 
curianism, and even to ATHRIsm.”” And to shew 
that he was really in earnest, in believing as he 
taught, he and his friend Blandrata persecuted 
poor Davidies, in a manner which issued in his mi- 
serable death, because he could not be brought 
to teach or admit, as they did, that a mere man 
ought to be worshipped. Smaleius, another Se- 
cinian, expressly says, that they are No Cunis- 
TtANS who refuse-to give divine worship to Christ. 
And, in the spirit of these declarations, some of 
the most distinguished English Unitarians have, 
within a few years, used language quite as decisive 
and “ uncharitable” as any that the most tho- 
rough-going Calvinists have ever employed. They 
have called upon their followers to *‘ come out 
from Babylon;” to separate themselves from 
idolators ;” have publicly declared that the sepa- 
ration of Unitarians from Trinitarians is as obvious- 
ly proper and necessary as was the separation of 

olestants from the church of Rome ; and they 
have not scrupled to stigmatize the Orthodox 
continually as “ Polytheists,” ‘“* Idolaters,” “Blas- 
phemers,” &c. This is “laying stress” witha 
witness on doctrinal opinions! It is hoped that no 
Unitarian, hereafter, will ever find fault with the 
Orthodox for considering the Divinity and worship 
of Christ as essentials in the Gospel of his grace, 
and for maintaining that they are No CHRISTIANS 
who reject them.—Dr. Miller's Letters, 
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Unitarians, indeed, pretty generally disclaim 
the opinion, that ayy particular belief is necessary 
to salvation: and, in truth, it must be so, for they 
are generally believers in the doctrine of unirersal 
salvation. Such persons are, of course, persuaded 
that no departure from the truth, either in faith 
or practice, not even atheism itself, or the most 
fiend-like abominations in conduct, can eternally 
destroy any one.” But} leave you to say, how 
this opinion can be reconciled with such declara- 
tions as the following—If ye beléere not that I am 
he, ye shall die in your sins. He that hath the 
Sen, hath life ; but he that hath not the Son, hath 
not life. He that believeth on the Son of God hath 
everlasting life, and shall not come into condemna- 
fion, but is passed from death unto life; but he 
that belieweth not on the Son of God, SMALL NoT SEE

trifle which the infmite God has pronounced all- 
important; and that unessential to the safety of 
man, which wg has declared to be the foundation 
of all Christian hope. ib. 


ON THE PERSECUTION OF WHICH UNI- 
TARIANS COMPLAIN, 


Is it “persecution” to pronounce a set of opi- 
: nions unscriptural, and destructive to the souls of : 
men, if we really think them so? Is it * perse- 
cution” to warn these around us against a heresy 
which we uafeignedly believe that the Holy 
Ghost hath pronounced *“* damnable?” Then no 
man can preach the Gospel with fidelity without 
being a persecutor. Nay, if this be so, no one of 
the inspired Apostles ever did preach it without 
laying himself open to this charge. In short, if 
this principle be admitted, it is persecution to warn 
our neighbors against a prowling thief, a secret iv- 
cendiary, ora midnight assassin. But can any 
man reconcile such a doctrine with scripture, or 
even common sense? In denouncing Unitarian- 
ism, then, and in opposing it with scriptural wea- 
pons, we humbly conceive, we are not liable to 
the charge of persecution. We do not offer per- 
sonal Violence to its advocates. We have no de- 
sire to injure them in their secular business, or to 
deprive them of a single comfort in society. We 
should think ourselves guilty of a baseness un- 
worthy of the cause which we plead, were we to 
assail their private charac/ers, or direct toward their 
persons the language of repreach. On the con- 
trary, we considerit as our duty to perform to them 
every office of Christian benevolence ; to be care- 
ful of their good name, and to be ready to promote 
their temporal & eternal welfare, by all the means 
in our power. Nay, while we disclaim all hosti- 
lity to their persons, we oppose even their opinions 
with no other weapons than those of Scripture & ar- 
gument. Must we, notwithstanding, be still brand- 
ed as ** persecutors?”* Must it still be often more 
than intimated, that nothing but the “ power”? is 
waming, on the part of Trinitarians, to renew the 
tragedy of Serretus and others, in the sixteenth 
century? Where is the “ liberality,” the justice, 
or even the decorum of such charges? It is diffi- 
cult to repel them without the use of epithets, 
which: the Christian would wish to exclude even 

from his controversial vocabulary. 

If the notions of sonte of our Unitarian neighbors 
concerning persecution, be correct, then they 
have been themselves, for sometime, in the habit 
of persecuting the Orthodox; for they have not 
hesitated to hold up them and their opinions to 
public view in a most odious light, and to as- 
cribe to both a most pestiferous character. Again: 
if these notions be correct, then, too, Dr. Priestly, 
and Mr. Belsham, and other champions of Unita- 
rianism,were in the constant habit, for many years, 
and some of them continue in the habit, of “ per- 
secuting” the Orthodox of Great Britain, in pub- 
licly stigmatizing them as ‘ polytheists,” ‘* ido- 
laters,” and “ blasphemers.” But did the Ortho- 
dox ever call this ** persecution?” I never heard 
of such a charge. They were too candid and 
too reasonable everto think of it. Nay more; I 
have long known that the Pagans persecuted 
the primitive Christians. But | never supposed 
that the primitive Christians persecuted the Pa- 
gans, under. whose government they lived: yet 
they certainly did, with the utmost plainness and 
fidelity, proclaim to their Pagan neighbours, that 
Paganism was a most false and corrupt System, poi- 
sonous to the morals, and destructive to the souls 
of its adherents, Was this “ persecution ?”°—#. 





MRS. CAREY. 

The following letter received by Dr. Ryland, of 
London, from Dr. Carey, presents some interest- 
ing particulars of that excellent woman lately de- 
ceased, and displays very clearly, tle influence of 
true religion on the mind of the pious survivor : 


“ Srrampons, Ivor, June 14, 1821. 

“\T am now called in divine Providence to be a 
mourner again, baving lately experienced the 
greatest domestic loss that a man can sustain. — 
My dear wife was removed from me by death on 
Wednesday morning, May 30, about 20 minutes 
after midnight. She was about two months above 
sixty years old. We had been married thirteen 
years and three weeks, during all which season, I 
t believe, we had as great a share of conjugal hap- 
piness as ever was enjoyed by mortals. She was 
eminently pious, and lived very near to God. The 
Bible was her daily delight; and next to God, 
she lived only forme. Her solicitade for my hap- 
piness was incessant, and so certainly could she at 
all times interpret my looks, that any attempt to 
conceal anxiety or distress of mind would have 
been in Vain. Nothing however, but tenderness 
for each other’s feelings, could induce either of us 
for a minute to attempt a concealment of any thing. 
It was her constant habit to compare every verse 
she read in the various German, French, Italian, 
and English versions, and never to pass by a diffi- 
culty till it was cleared up. In this respect she 
was of eminent use to me, in the translation of 
the word of God.—She was full of compassion for 
the poor and needy ; and fill her death, supported 
several blind and lame persons by a monthly al- 
lowance. I consider them as a precious legacy 
bequeathed to me, She entered most heartily in- 
to all the concerns of the mission, and into the sup- 
port of schools, particularly those for female na- 
tive children, and had long supported one at Cut- 
wa of that kind. My loss is irreparable, but still I 
dare not but perfectly acquiesce in the divine will. 
So many merciful circumstances attend this very 
heavy affliction as still yield me support beyond 
any thing I have ever felt in other trials. (1,) J 
have no domestic strife to reflect on, and add bit- 
terness to affliction. (2.) She was ready to de- 
part. She had long lived on the borders of the 
heavenly land, and! think lately became more 
and more heavenly in her thoughts and conversa 
tion. 3 She suffered no long or painful afflic- 4 
tion. (4.) She was removed before me, a thing 
for which we had frequently expressed our wishes 
to each other ; for though fe sure my brethren 
and my children would have done the utmost in 
their power to alleviate her affliction if she had 
sutvived me, yet no one, nor all united, could 
have supplied the place of a-husband. I have 
met with much sympathy in my affliction.» _.
